Is it the writing in COUP of the more simplified subject mattar? I like 
compliments, of course, but I wonder if it really is the writing. In the three limited 
editions, for speed (most of COUP took three days) and in an effort to simplify and 
make seem less technical I omitted most footnotes. Actually, COUP was written without 
outline, beginning as a magazine series, in three different periods. Most was done in 

three days the end of 2>une while I was preparing for a trip to N.C., the second 

largest h$mk was written afte v r the cleanup following my return, and another a couple 
of months later, with c few smaller pieces being fitted in later. Now I’ve that 

much ant more t r* add! Y ou should see the ' pagination on the ms. I’ve numbers and letters 

and numbers and lowercase letters on some pages, viz 85AA6c.
